Austria and Italy Both 
United States to Look 
Interests In War 

CStion Now Difficult. 

Washington. May 24.— The United 
States government Is expecting of- 
ficial confirmation of Italy's declara- 
tion of war against Austria hourly. 

The action of Ituly, of course, comes 
as no surprise to the Washington ad- 
ministration or to the diplomatic 
corps. 

Just what effect the entrance of 
the belligerents will have on the in- 
terests of the United States is not 
yet known here. There is naturally 
much speculation on its probable ef- 
fect on American trade, both exports 
and imports. Italy already has be- 
come a buyer of vast quantities of 
supplies in the t'nited States and it 
Is expected these will be increased as 
her operations proceed. It has been 
expected that the probabilities that 
Italy's exports to the t'nited States 
will he decreased, with the abroga- 
tion of so many of her productive 
laborers into the Held armies. This, 
of course, would have the effect pf 
further lessening the United States 
customs rSTSSSSS. which already have 
decreased to an extent that may re- 
quire a special session of congvess. 

The problem of communication with 
Cerniany, Austria and Turkey from 
Washington also is expected to be 
made more difficult by Italy's entrance 
into the war. For months practically 
all the state department's communi- 
cations with those countries by cable 
have been via Rome. It is not ex- 
pected that Italy will facilitate even 
the official communications of the 
United States to enemy countries, in 
it is considered certain that 
tessages via Italy will have 
to be abandoned. For several weeks 
Italy has seriously Interfered with 
cables from Washington to Germany, 
Austria, and particularly with those 
to Turkey. The only route regarded 
as a possible alternative is via the 
Scandinavian countries and thence 
south to (iermany and her allies. 

Diplomatically the effect of the war 
will be to add to the burdens of the 
United States government. It is un 
derstood that both the Austrian and 
Italian diplomatic and consular inter- 
ests will be entrusted to the repre- 
sentatives of the United States. Ger- 
many and Turkey will be included in 
the area affected, as declarations of 
war upon Italy are expected from 
those two governments immediately. 
Germany, however, is placing her in- 
terests In charge of the Swiss gov- 
ernment. 

It is certain that there will be no 
more detentions of American cargoes 
consigned to points in Italy, on the 
ground that their ultimate destination 
la territory hostile to the allies, for 
Italy can be counted on. of course, to 
prevent any such consignments ever 
reaching their destinations In this 
respect it is believed that the annoy- 
ance of American shippers will be 
somewhat lessened. It is reported 
that Switzerland is to form a govern- 
ment importing agency, which will 
probably have the effect of relieving 
of all suspicion of American ship- 
ments to Italy.

RAISING BROILERS ON FARM 

Early Cric!< Is Mcst Profitable — Large 
Demand for Fowls of Two «o 
Three Pounds. 

'By A. C SMITH.) 

The early chick is the most profit- 
able, yet there is profit in the iota 
i blah provided It is not too late. 

There is an exceptionally large Jo- 
maud in some sections for light-weight 
roasters and broilers of from two o 
'wo and a half pounds. This rur- 
al baa a splendid opportunity (off 
those who Kith to rear and inarki t 
chicks \ it'iou' being obliged to house 
thetu. Hatched in May or .lune, the/ 
should .asily weigh two or two and 
one half pounds before October 1. If 
especially well fed. they should reach 
that weight still earlier. This is the 
tnOSl favorable time to hatch and raise 
i \i. k-ns, as the parent stock has been 
out of doors long enough to acquire 
splendid health and remarkable vigor, 
rings, il setislbl) set, should hatch ..!- 
most perfectly and the chicks should 
live and thrive. 

The equipment required is very 
■Baall — a good sized box or a barrel, 
covered with waterproof paper, set in 
a dry sheltered place, may be used 
both to set the hen in and to house 
the brood, though the barrel is rather 
unsuitable for the brood after the 
. hicks are weaned, especially If there 
are many of them. 

Koth hen and chicks should be al- 
lowed free range after the chickH are 
■ fen days old, to pick up a large 
share of their living, but in addition 
it is a good plan to feed them at night, 
and to give them all they will eat, as 
they will grow faster and will either 
be marketable at an earlier age or 
weigh more, and consequently bring 
more, at a given time. Chickens of 
this weight, will not, it is true, bring 
a fortune, but it must be remembered 
that they cost very little to rear. The 
fact that (I* .arlier they are mar- 
keted, the better the price, should not 
be lost sight of. For this reason, it 
pa>B to feed them a little where there 
is not an opportunity to pick up abund- 
ance of food

•'The operations under wuy at the 
Dardaneilea form also nn InijireealTf 
object lesson, since tile iHimbardment 
of the forts and the landing of French 
and ITngttrb troops would be quite im- 
possible did the Turkish navy possess 
even a small submarine flotilla. If 
these operations are tinally successful 
nnd if the fall of Constantinople [troves 
to be the turning point of the war the 
vital importance of the submarine will 
have the clearest possible proof." 

Of the crew of the Leon (inmbcttn 
135 were saved. Of these 110 landed 
at Syracuse and tweuty-Bve at Brln- 
disi. The bodies of Admiral Senes 
and fifty-two officers and men have 
been buried at Cape Leuca. near the 
scene of their death. The funeral 
was arranged by the officers of Italian 
torpedo boat destroyers. Residents of 
the neighborhood Joined the Italian 
sailors In attending tho services at the 
cemetery.

The queen of Holland Issued n proc- 
lamntion welcoming the refugees, and 
systematic efforts to feed nnd shelter 
those who could not he taken into pri- 
vate homes were promptly set on foot 
A national committee was organized. 
With headquarters iu Amsterdam. Hut 
All these efforts noon fell far short of 
meeting the situation. 

The Rockefeller foundation appoint- 
ed Charles Jenktneon as its special rep- 
resentative In Holland. The follow- 
ing 'nets were brought out by his In- 
vestigation :

Some communities had packed vege- 
tables, salt llsb, fruits, canned goods, 
toys, dolls, silverware, tobacco, etc., 
With the clothing, and when these 
cases were opened the contents wero 
found to be un indescribable mass of 
rotted matter only lit for the rubbish 
pUe. 

To classify and distribute this cloth- 
ing the commission was given free use 
of a small warehouse. Some thirty 
women required for sorting were se- 
cured from among the refugees. Ear- 
ly in January another warehouse was 
obtained. 

Up to Feb. 22 12,470 cases had been 
sorted and sent to various parts of 
Belgium and Holland, 
contained 1,380.672 articles of 
lag. of which 014.222 went to the des- 
titute in Belgium and 472^50 to Bel- 
gian refugees in Holland. 

Thousands of Articles. 

Among them were 241.034 articles of 
clothing for men, Including 10,749 over- 
coats. 34,913 coata and jackets and 18, 
860 trousers. For women there were 
824,406 articles. Including 00,823 cloaks, 
42,110 Jackets and coata and 13.977 
shoes, and for children 280.776 arti- 
cles, 260,203 of which were suits. Some 
70,000 miscellaneous articles, clothing 
and household goods, were also sent to 
Belgium. The articles distributed in 
Holland included 133.020 articles for 
men. 143,410 articles for women and 
182,541 articles for children.

Commission Will Have Provided Food- 
stuffs to the Value of $65,000,000 by 
Middle of August— Profit Made In 
Cheap Bread— Belgians Have Don* a 
Lot of Work Themselves. 

I/>ndon.— The American commission 
for relief iu Belgium will have provid- 
ed foodstuffs to the value of about $05,- 
OOO.OIH) for the Belgian |ieople by the 
middle of August. Charitable eontrl- 
butimis from America will havo 
amounted to about $."•.<« ni.ikki and from 
other quarters of the world npproxl- 
mately the same total. The cleat bulk 
of the food supplies, representing tne 
remaining fSbV 10 M « * >. Is being provid- 
ed indirectly by the Belgian people 
themselves. 

This Is made possible by the elab- 
orate iMDctal mat hlnery set up by the 
commissi mi. en ibllug the Belgians to 
iitill/c their oh n energies ami re- 
sources. Potty TO par cant of the Bel- 
gian people are being snppited with 
food by the Mmmiaston without re- 
course t<> charity, Oaa result of the 

commission's operations is that bread 
is now cheaper in Belgium than in 
London. 

When the commission was formed 
last October, under the chairman-hip 

of H e r ber t Clark Hoover, it was esti- 
mated that the total imports required 
to keep the population of Belgium alive 
■ would amount iu value to about ISO,- 
000*000 before UM te xt harvest. The

the necessary amount to $60,000,000. 

The greatest problem in this .ounce- 
tlon was involved In the fact that food 
. stuffs sold in Belgium to those who 
sllll had rMOUrcSS were paid for in 
paper. The entire metallic currency 
disappeared early in the war. and na- 
tional bank Holes were BO scarce that 
many coi.im " ne.s were priming paper 
Issues of their own. 

This paper money bad no value out- 
side of Belgium, and in any event to 
bine exported |t would bare denuded 

the country of currency. Bui unless 

this money were turned into gold it 

would be net eesatj for tha eommia> 

sion to and In tha outside world an 
amount of money which was out of 
the question. At the outset, therefore, 
the eoiufnissioti began to devise a meth- 
od for effecting the exchange of t hese 
local currency obligations into gold. 

Negotiations Mr OTe opened With UM 
belligerent governments for permission 

to set up a form of exchange whereby 
persons or institutions abroad owing 
money In Belgium should turn over to 
the commission tin' amount due In 
sterling or dollars. The commission 
undertook to pay their debts tOf them 
in Belgium out of paper money which 
it received from the sale of foodsl nlTs.

Men Urged to Go 

Flans to develop work for the men 
in the camps were considered, but it

The communes have been en- 
abled In this manner to procure money 
i to pay communal otHcers, to maintain 
the schools ami keep up municipal 
works, thus enabling the Belgians to 
carry on the details of civil govern- 
ment and saving the country from the 
danger of anarchic conditions. 

One phase of these operations arose 
in connection with a number of Bel- 
gian concerns, which, while they had 
resources abroad, had exhausted their 
local resources In payment of work- 
men or In disbursements to depositors 
A form of hardship had grown up 
through the Inability of such concerns 
to make good their obligations to the 
public, and persons who had lielleved 
themselves well to do were being forc- 
ed to the bread lines through inability 
to draw money due them. 

Through the operations of the com- 
mission these concerns were enabled 
to hand over In Loudon and New 
York funds they itossessed abroad, and 
the commission In turn delivered pa 
|ier mouey received from the sale of 
food. Thus the cycle of credit was re- 
established, and many thousands of 
persons were saved from the bread 
line. 

Before this machinery was set up 
practically the whole population waa 
dependent on the worlds churity. pa- 
per mouey being of no avail. The 
Initial appeals of the commission, 
therefore, were made on behalf of the 
7.00CI.IH10 of people.

England's Queen Elizabeth Has Eight 
Fifteen-inch Guns, Whils the Penn- 
sylvania Carries Twelve Four-teen- 
ineh Pieces— American Boat Is 70

Washington.— In a recent letter giv- 
ing a detailed review of what bad 
been done to improve and strengthen 
the navy In the past two years Secre- 
tary Daniels made this statement: 
Tho bureau of i.nlniincc lias develop- 
ed a fourlen Inch gOU that will shoot 
farther, shoot MMlghter Bad hit harder 
than any nun now In use or known to 
be designed If a foreign country. 

There has bean much Interest In the 
matter of Hie Iff* tffeM of the guns 
of the navy, and Secretary Daniels ha- 
given nut the following information 
amplifying his earlier statement: 

"I'll," question Of the proper caliber 
for the main battery guns of our bat 
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tloships is one that has received the 

most careful isiiloration on the part 

of the bureau of ordnance and the gen- 
eral board. 

"There is an axiom wilh regard to 
calibers which amounts to this: That 
a ship should BMHtnl the smallest big 

gun that win pier. e the enemy's armor 

over > itiils at the maximum probable 
lighting range The fourteen inch guns 

of tiie Pennsylvania win gat through 
the ma I llBIIIII armor afloat so far a* 
our knowledge goes, at a range of 12,- 
omi yards. The Queen Elizabeth 1 * tif- 

teen Inch guns will do little more than 
that. If our Information is correct as 
to tha velocity of the British lil'teen 
inch gun the fourteen inch guns on 
the Pennsylvania Mill range a little 
further than the QOOOU Elizabeth's lif- 
toeu inch gun. The flatter trajectory 
of the fourteen inch gun gives it in- 
creased probability of hitting iu com- 
parison witii the flfteeu men gun. 

"The Pennaylvania mounts twelve 
guns to the quean Elizabeth's eight. 
Therefore the volume of lire of our 
ship exceeds the volume of tiro of the 
British ship by 50 per cent.

eralitics in treating the subject of 
grow ing corn. Upon one th.ng, how 
ever, wa can all agree — a good seed 
bed. My ideal plot for corn is a lield 
of sod. In the fall or early winter give 
a generous coating of stable manure 
manure and plow deep. Six or eight 
Inches deep plowing, conserves mois- 
ture and reduces erosion to the mini- 
mum. When in March the ground dries 
to the working stage, disk and drag 
until you have a fine seed bed. When 
conditions are typical the last of April 
or early May the corn is planted. I 
prefer the check-sower if my land will 
admit of its use as the cultivation can 
be nearer tbe ideal. 

When planted let alone until the 
corn is four or five inches high, unless 
there should be a hard rain soon after 
planting in which event the tooth bar 
row is used to break the crust and let 

j the corn come through. The harrow. 

I ing also tines the soil and destroys 

I grass and weeds that may be germi- 

I nating. 

There can ue no iron clad rules for 
the cultivation of corn; diversity of 
reasons and a greater dlveraity of 
soils renders such a value impractica- 
ble. 

I It is at this point the advocates of 
deep and shallow cultivation wax 
load and long in their discussions— 
both right at times and both wrong 
when they persist in following one 
method to the exclusion of tbe other. 
A farmer may, by deep cultivation, 
produce forty bushels ot corn per acre, 
while another in the same neighbor- 
hood may produce the same quantity 
through shallow cultivation, while had 
thsy reversed the operation and each 
employed the tactics of the other 
may have proven falli 

I trust I have 
because such conditions frequently ex 
1st. I suppose that it is true In the 
vast expanse of level lands In the 
West a uniform system of cultivation 
may be pursued, but it will not work In 
this section of Kentucky where we 
have side-hill, uf land, creek-bottom 
and river-bottom all within the scope of 
vision. 

It is time to begin cultivating my 
corn when live or six inches high, 
the rainfall has been light, the i 
horse harrow or spring tooth cultivator 
or bull tonguss on the cultivator (as 
many as can be attachsd) any of these 
tools will make a mulch of the surface 
soil, destroy young weeds and conserve 
moisture. But in the event uf hard 
and extended rainfall, many of our 



cultivator shovels must be let down 
and loosen the ground; then, the shal- 
low cultivation may again be taken up. 
A cultivation each eight or ten days It 
sullicient until the cultivation is finish- 
ed. About this time we go through OUT 
corn with hoes and finish the thinnlngW*! 
taking out puny stalks and any weeds 
or grass that escaped during the culti- 
vation. 

Should a Western farmer read this 
article, my allusion to the hoe may 
provoke a smile, but 1 care not wheth- 
er it be of pity or derision so long as I 
know it pays; and aside from that 
there is a glow of satisfaction arising 
from having performed aright your 
labors. As to the test for germination 
of seed corn. I have only tested by 
placing corn in the beds where I grow 
early plants under glass. I have no 
trouble getting stands for corn. I 
select my seed corn in the fall while 
gathering corn and keep in dry place, 
but not in the light boxes or barrels. 
I am growing a white dent, the seed of 
which 1 purchased of a reliable seeds- 
man twenty years ago, aad it is better 
corn today than it was at that time. 

In the use of commercial fertilizer! 
my custom is to run 150 or SW0 pounda 
per acre of fertilizer showing a high 
per cent of available phosphoric acid 
from the wheat drill at the time of 
preparing the seed bed and another 50 
or 60 pounds in the corn row, when 
planting. Another method that has 
proven good is to run 2OO or 850 pounda 
per acre with wheat; this insures a 
good crop and tbe fertilizer is a splen- 
did feeder of a succeeding crop of corn 
at which time the 50 or 60 pounds alone 
is used with this crop of corn. I never 
mmerclal fertilizer when using 
farm manure on corn land. 

We mad.: forty bushels of corn par 
acre last season notwithstanding the 
fact that people were discussing the 
famine that waa sure to follow the 
drouth, "then on." A famine may 
come but it Is not best to remain opti- 
mistic and pursue the even tenor of 
our way, and though the rain be with-
